Claims 6, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the Invention. 

In claims 6, 1 1 "preferably" render the claim vague. It is unclear as to whether 
what follows is definitely claimed. 

Claims 6, 7, 1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 6 
is a dash intended between "ring" and "opening" in "ring opening". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

In claims 7, 1 1 •afe^"caprolactone" intended. 

Claims 1-5, 8-10, 12-15, 23, 26 allowed. 

Claims 6, 11 rejected. 

Claim 7 is objected to for an informality.
